I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1964. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General's  estimate  the  population  has 
remained  the  same. 

The  birth  rate  (12.4)  is  lower  than  last  year  (l6u8)  and  lower  than 
that  for  England  and  Wales  ( 1 8.  A) 

The  death  rate  (13*6)  is  higher  than  last  year  (11.3)  and  higher  than 
that  for  England  and  Wales  (11.3) 


Again  as  for  many  years  past  the  chief  causes  of  death  were  in 
diseases  associated  ’with  elderly  people. 


The  number  of  children  receiving  immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough 
and  DijFrfheria  is  rather  lower  than  last  year. 

There  were  77  cases  of  infectious  disease  of  which  ~]6  were  Measles 
and  1 Whooping  Cough. 

No  case  of  Tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  past  2 years. 


There  has  been  further  damage  to  Council  water  mains,  sewers  and 
houses  due  to  mining  subsidence. 


Efforts  have  been  made  to  maintain  satisfactory  effluents  from  the 
three  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district. 

No  actual  work  was  commence.':,  in  1 36R  on  the  plans  for  joint  sewage 
works  with  the  Ashby-de-la-Zouch  Rural  district  Council  and  the  Ashby-de- 
la-Zouch  Urban  District  Council  but  plans  are  well  advanced. 

Five  houses  have  been  erected  by  private  enterprise  and  two  were 
under  construction  by  private  enterprise  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  applicants  waiting  for  Council  Houses  is  Cl  and  the 
number  of  fresh  applications  received  during  the  year  was  27. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  shops  and  canteens  in  the  district 
is  most  satisfactory. 

Good  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  implementing  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  (General  ) Regulations  I960. 
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During  the  year  a Meals  on  Wheels  Service  was  commenced  and 
initially  six  elderly  infirm  people  were  supplied  with  two  hot 
meals  a week  under  this  scheme. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Chairman,  Members  and  Officers  of  the  Council,  the  Public 
Health  Department  of  the  County  Council  and  the  General  Practitioners 
in  the  locality  for  their  help  and  co-operation. 

In  particular,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Surveyor  and  Public 
Health  Inspector  Mr,  W'.A.  Stocker  for  valuable  assistance  throughout 
the  year.

Hospitals 

All  hospitals  except  a few  private  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes  are 
under  the  Sheffield  Regional  Board.  The  County  Homes  for  the  aged  and 
infirm  are  under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Council.  When  their 
residents  take  ill  they  become  the  responsibility  of  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  every  2nd  and  4th  Tuesday  afternoon 
at  the  Centenary  Methodist  Church,  Measham  Road,  Moira.  The  ante-natal 
Clinics  are  held  at  Bridge  Road,  Coalville  and  the  Tuberculosis  Clinios 
at  Markfield  Hospital  under  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Relaxation 
classes  for  pregnant  mothers  are  held  at  Ivanhoe  Community  Centre, 
Ashby-de-la-Zouch  on  Wednesday  mornings  except  during  school  holidays. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Ambulance  Service  throughout  Leicestershire  is  provided  by  the 
County  Council  from  eight  ambulance  stations.  The  whole  fleet  is 
equipped  with  twoway  radio  communication  and  all  ambulance  movements 
are  controlled  from  the  Ambulance  Headquarters  at  5>  Ireton  Aoad,  Leicester. 
A 24  hour  service  is  provided;. 

Each  two  stretcher  ambulance  is  equipped  to  administer  oxygen  to 
patients  if  required,  and  a Brook  airway  is  carried  on  all  vehicles  to 
facilitate  direct  artificial  respiration.  In  addition  a resuscitator  is 
available  at  each  Ambulance  Station,  and  is  taken  out  on  ambulances  dealing 
with  calls  where  it  is  thought  the  use  of  this  apparatus  might  be  necesaary. 

Colliery  accidents  are  removed  by  ambulances  provided  by  the  National 
Coal  Board  stationed  at  Nailstone  and  Rawdon  Collieries.

All  district  Nursing  and  Midwifery  is  under  the  control  of  the  County 
Counc il.

Much  time  and  trouble  was  again  necessitated  in  the  location  and  repair 
of  fractured  mains.  Generally  speaking,  prompt  attention  ensured  that 
supplied  were  disrupted  for  as  short  a time  as  possible.  The  formation  of  the 
North  West  Leicestershire  Water  Board  is  due 'in  April,  1965. 


Sewage  Disposal 

Satisfactory  effluents  from  all  three  sewage  disposal  works  have  been 
maintained. 


It  is  expected  that  further  mining  subsidence  will  shortly  necessitate 
the  main  sewage  works  in  Donisthorpe  Lane  being  abandoned. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  finalising  plans 
whereby  new  outfall  sewers  will  be  constructed  at  Norris  Hill  and  Donisthorpe 
Lane  to  take  all  main  drainage  from  Moira  to  sewage  works  in  Ashby  Urban 
District  and  Ashby  Rural  District  respectively.  A substantial  part  of  this 
work  is  expected  to  be  put  in  hand  in  1965*  The  Council's  Consultant 
Engineers  are  Messrs.  Pick,  Everard,  Keay  & Gimson  of  Leicester  who  are 
dealing  with  these  improvements  to  the  present  sewage  disposal  system. 

Sewers 

In  a district  which  is  badly  affected  by  subsidence  it  is  surprising 
that  sewers  and  drains  continue  to  function  as  well  as  they  do.
